when taey were disp'ayed for derision in 
tae market p aces. These are some of the 
instruments used as lesser punishments. 


Taere were branding irons innumerable, 


caains of terrib e weigjt, b: ocks of stone to 
je attached to the feet of criminals when 
tae victims were suspended by the thumbs 
and executioner's swords f rom a most every 
town in Germany. 


These swords were peculiarly interesting.

Fiendish Ingenuity.

tal spot was untouched and tie agony 
prolonged. After a few days the male en 
was rolled out on tae bridge overlooking 
the fathomless moat, and the 'Docy was ig- 
nominious: y cropped into a shameful grave 
in tae black \vaters. And what crimes wofre 
punished by ilnch a cents? It is a mark of, 
the superstitious ana imperial age in waicla"-, 
suca monstrous customs flourished to no^e s 
-"rom tae 
1 ecturer's description tha:, while 


murders of t ae worst sort, such ae parri- 
:ice, were thus avenged, any plot against 
lae government, any avowal of religious 
unbelief, also ,ed the unfortunate to the 
death clasp of the terrible iron maiden. 


A Terrible Ordeal. 


Scarcely a romance exists of olden days 


of waatever country without some nef-' 
srence to tae thumbscrews, used to force 
confessions from supposed criminals. They 
ivere here in p.enty—taumb, toe, hand and 
.eg screws. If a man was charged with any 
crime or supposed to know of any plot 
against the church op government, the 
taumbsctew was used to make him reveal 
.iis secrets ami betray his confederates. Ifc 
was not in human nature, save perhaps in 
very rare cases, -.o stand this ordeal long, 
and under its heartbreaking tortnre who 
knows how many perfectly innocent people 
confessed to and were convicted, of crimes 
they had never thought cf ? 


Chi.Cren supposed to conceal evidence 


that would help to convict taeir relatives— 


> often their parents-of supposititious crimes- 


w-ere not sparer. •< No one was spared in 
those days of so called "chivalry"—not the 
tenderest youth, not lisping babes, not old 
age nor delicate women. I shall not soon 
forget th^ shadowy pain that ran through

me when under one of the galleries I stood 
above the cradle of unrest. How fitly anc 
horribly named! It was made of iron, the 
rociers verj» wide, and tae interior was 
taickly covered with saort, pointed spikes. 


Scarce! yha<i I turned from this, when I 


fe.t a soft c ot i brush my cheek. I looked 
up and saw a scarlet mantle headed iy a 
b.ack masi. I was in the shadow of an 
executioner's cloak, the swore bebide it, 
having marks cut upon it proving a record 
of 700 head*. 


No Figure of Speech. ' 


Very curious are the iron gags. These 


were sma'1 and cou^d be placed easily in 
tae mouth, but so subtly were they ar- 
ranged by means of spring's uat they couid 
je distended to a size which prevented any 
utterance. 


Tae rack and tlie w aeel were duplicated 


here many times. Taey were very large, • 
with a variety of ropes and screws attached. 
The saying "brealiiog on the wheel" is, 
not at sill figurative. 


Among otaer interesting things, not com- 


ing under t he head of torture, yet connected" 
wita them, 1 noticed a condemntd's cru- 
cifix, waich criminals innumeraolehad car- 
ried on thfir \vuy to execution. There was 
also a mask t»ntwas worn by one of the 
judges of the secret tribunal—the notorious 
VeimigtTicht— in which a!! were matted 
comp.etely, so that the accused might have 
stood for jut" gruent before his dearest friend 
or fatlier. 80 inexorable was the oath of 
secrecy regarding the personality of taese 
judges taat t ley were forbidden to disclose 
their identity one to the1 other, each being 
secretly appointee, by the crown. Fancy a 
prisoner confronting tuis iron masked tri- 
bunal,whose judgment none mig jt gainsay! 
The atmosphere of horror and mystery 
wou:d aave been terrib.e enough without 
Jurtaer punishment. 


There was also :i witch's idol, a carving- 


of a devil's .lead in wood. Tjis was worn 
by the supposed witci on her way to 'ae 
burned at the stake. Another curious thing 
was a piece of t je cloak worn by the'Chris- 
tian martyr, Johannes IIuss, who was 
burned at the stake atConstanz. I saw also 
a veritab.e hair sairt once worn Jor penance 
by some monk.
